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THE SCHOOL SETTLEMENT. 

The terms of settlement of the Mani- 
toba school question have been an 
nounced at last, and the expected has 
happened; that is to say the same 
parties who hoped at last elections to 
retain the hold of themselves and 
friends in political power by fanning 
the flames of Protestant and Roman 
Catholic bigotry, respectively, have 
started again at the same game. 
the front page of a recent issue of the 
Winnipeg Nor-Wester—-the joint 
organ of Archbishop Langevin and the 
Tupper remnant. of the conservative 
party—there appeared at the top of the 
left haad column under flaring head: 
lines an account of the burning of 
Laurier and Sifton in effigy at some 
point in Manitoba by Protestant object- 
ors to the settlement, and_at the top cf 
the right hand column under equally 
flaring head lines the objections and 
threats of the Archbishop were present- 
ed. It might be possible that an at- 
tempted settlement "would be equally 
objecticnable to both Protestants and 
Catholies—as the so-called remedial 
bill was for good and sufficient reasons. 
But in that case the attempt was made 
to give each of two diametrically 
opposing interests all that they demand- 
ed, with the only possible result—that 
The present case 1S 
is made to 


is no result at all. 
No attempt 
pander to either party, or to give either 
all that they choose todemand, The 
effort has been to find common ground 
upon which both could meet and by 
reasonable mutual concessions arrive at 
a working and- workable _ basis; 
that if anyone wants co keep up the 
fight longer on either side, at least the 
educational interests of the children 
affected will not be neglected in the 
meantime. That the elements of 
justice and fairness are contained in 
the terms of the settlement which 
appeared in last issue, aside from pre- 
judice or bigotry, must be evident to 
But it is not on these 
grounds that people are chiefly asked 
to accept them. It is because they 
offer a means*whereby the children 
who have been’ debarred from the 
benefits of a common school education 
during the past six years .by the claims 
of conscience on .the one hand and 
financial inability on the other, shall 
be placed in).a position to receive an 
education on the usual basis of state 
aid without any possible violation to 
conscience. To gain this point is sure- 
ly worth some concessions on the part 
even of the most_extreme religious 
politicians. 

When tie now world famous, Mani- 
toba school law was first proposed 
there were no provisions for religious 
instruction contained. The Protestant 
clergy of the province raised the strong- 
est objection to this lack, with such 
effect that provisions for religious in- 
struction satisfactory to them were in- 
serted. It might.be possible theoreti- 
cally to provide some system of re- 
ligious instruction thet would be equal- 
ly satisfactory to the Protestant and 
Romar Catholic clergy, but practically 
that has hitherto been found to be im- 
possible. It was not strange then that 
the very triumph of the Protestant 
clergy that should be the chief cause 
of offence to the Catholic clergy—and 
no reasonable man can say, without full 
justificaticn. This was the specially 
unjust feature of the school act which 
cannot be defended on _ reasonable 
grounds. If Protestant children should 
have Protestant teaching—and on the 
authority of the Protestant clergy, they 
should—no true Protestant believing 
in civil and religious liberty and equal- 
ity, whieh is the foundation principle 
of Protestantism, could deny the right 
of Roman Catholic children to Roman 
Catholic teaching. While the Roman 
Catholic clergy had many objections, 
more or less well grounded, to the new

which the strength of their appeal 
rested. Whatever injustice was done 
in this particular under the act has 


been removed by the settlement, and 
the right of the children of Roman 
Catholics to tle teaching of their own 
faith, as distinct from Protestantism, 
is fully recognized ; while the right of 
imparting Protestent religious teaching 
to Protestant children is more firmly 
established than before. There are 
peopie who consider that religious 
teaching of any kind is out of place 
under the circumstances surrounding 
the public school; but they are not 
the parties who have been making the 
Manitoba scbool question political 
issue for the past six years and their 
views have not been considered in the 
settlement. 

Another feature of the school act 
objectionable to that part of the Roman 
Catholic minority of French origin, 
was that no language, but English was 
allowed in the schools. In practice it 
has been found to be in the interests 
of education in the German settlements 
of Manitoba to allow a portion of the 
teaching to be carried on in the language 
with which the pupils are familiar, 
This concession is now extended by the 
terms of the settlement to the schools 
in Frencl: districts—a concession tha’ 
was not provided for either in the re- 
medial bill or in the terms proposed by 
the commissioners sent by the late 
government tc negotiate a settlement. 
There are people, ne doubt, who will 
object to this provision as pandering to 
“French domination.” But it is strange 
indeed if a concession freely accorded 
as an educational necessity to foreigners 
settled amongst us may not be accorded 
as freely to a smaller number of our 
own countrymen. 

That an attack is to be made upon 
the school settlement all along the line 
is amply evident. The attempt is to 
be made to wreck the Manitoba and 
Dominion governments for having com- 
mitted the atrocious crime of removing, 
or at least attempting to remove, from 
the arena of active politics by reason- 
able and conciliatory means a question 
which but lately threatened the rupture 
of confederation. Apparently the chief 
attack will come from Archbishop 
Langevin and other dignitaries of the 
Roman Catholic church in Manitoba 
and Quebec, who will make the attempt 
to detach from the Hon. Mr. Laurier his 
French-Canadian support, on the ground 
that inasmuch as he has not restored 
the condition of affairs existing before 
the school act of 1890 was passed, and 
theréfore has not given full effect to 
that decision of the Imperial privy 
council, he has not done justice to his 
and their compatriots in Manitoba and 
is therefore a traitor to his race and 
faith. Regarding the above it may be 
as well to state that the decision of the 
Imperial privy council did not express- 
ly or by implication, directly or in- 
directly, require the restoration of the 
school system of Manitoba as it was 
before the Act of 1890 was passed. 
On the contrary the decision expressly 
states that such restoration is not re- 
quired. But let that pass. Admit for 
the sake of argument that the privy 
council has declared that the school 
system of Manitoba should be placed 
where it was previous to 1890, as the 
Archbishop now demands. He has not 
always made this demand. During the 
last session of parliament when the 
abortive remedial bill was introduced, 
although its effectiveness fell far short 
of the provisions of the law previous to 
1890, inasmuch as it did not provide 
for state aid to Roman Catholic schools, 
he specifically declared himself satisfied 
with its terms—with terms which were 
not in accordance with the decision of 
the privy council ; which placed Roman 
Catholic schools in a position of per- 
manent inferiorty to Protestant schools 
as regards means of maintenance, And 
yst he declares that he will not accept 
a proposition which most . distinctly 
places distinctively Roman Catholic 
schools on a perfect equality with Pro- 
testant schools as to mears of main- 
tenance and otherwise. Can it be that

support and give an equal education 
with Protestant schools 

But when it became apparent that 
the remedial bi would not pass, an- 
other proposition of settlement was 
made, the full text of which appears 
elsewhere in this issue. It emanated 
trom the late government, and although 
the Archbishop did not publicly declare 
his satisfaction with its ternis he cer- 
tainly did not dissent from. them, and 
remained in ciose touch with his 
political friends dur‘ng the negotiations. 
These terms if accepted were to be 
final as far as the remedial bill and 
the judgment of the privy council were 
concerned. 

They provided that in towns and 
villages having 25 Roman Catholic 
children of schocl age a Roman Catholic 
teacher could be demanded. In cities 
the number was 50. No provision 
was made outside cities, towns and 
villages for Roman Catholic teachers. 

The terms of the settlement provide 
that in villages and rural districts an 
average attendance of twenty five Rom- 
an Catholic children may demand a 
Roman Catholic teacher and in towns 
and cities an average of forty. The 
Archbishop would have accepted a 
requirement of 50, but rejects a re- 
quirement of only 40, He accepted 
terms which applied only to cities, 
towns and viliages and rejecis terms 
which cover rural districts as well. 

The terms offered by the late govern- 
ment made no provision for religious 
teaching ; the terms of the new gov- 
ernment make full provision. He 
would accept the former, but rejects 
the latter. 

The old terms did not recognize the 
(lingual) necessities of French dis- 
tricts, the new terms do. Again he 
would accept the old, but spurns the 
new. 

The old terms provided for a less 
efficient system of Roman Catholic 
than of Protestant schools by demand- 
ing the employment of unqualified 
teachers. The new terms require equal 
qualifications from all teachers. This 
again is objectionable it appears. 

The old terms asked for Catholic re- 
presentation on the governing bodies ; 
and the Manitoba government replied 
that not only had such representation 
not been refused, but reasonable efforts 
had been made to secure such repre- 
sentation. 

Looked at from a strictly Roman 
Catholic standpoint there can be no 
question that the terms of the recent 
settlement are more favorable to Roman 
Catholic interests than either the 
remedial bill or the proposition made 
by the late government ; and the same 
time conform more closely to the re- 
quirements of the existing system 
which the majority in Menitoba united- 
ly support. They are an attempt to 
heal an open and angry sore on the 
body politic. There is every prospect 
that unless most active opposing 
measures are taken the effort will be 
successful. Those who deliberateiy 
set themselves to prevent the healing 
are in danger of being looked upon as 
enemies of the state.

MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 


Suggestions for Settlement of Manitoba | 
School Question from Deminion 
Commissioners for Manitoba Govera- 
ment :~ 
Legislation shall be passed at the 

present session of the Manitoba legis- 

Jation to provide that in towns and 

sillages where there are resident, say, 

twenty-five Roman Catholic children of 
school age, and in cities where there 
are, say, fifty of such children, the 
board of trustees shall arrange that 
such children shall have a schoo! room 
jor their own use, where they may be 
taught by a Roman Catholic teacher, 
and Réman Catholic parents or guardi- 
ans, say, ten in number, may appeal to 
the Department of Education fron? any 
decision or neglect of the board in re- 
spect of its duty under this clause, and 
the board shall observe and carry out 
all decisions and directions of the de- 
partment on eny such appeal. 

Provision shall be made by this legis- 
lation that schools wherein the majority 
of children are Catholics should be 
exempted from tne requirements of the 
regulations as to religious exercises. 

That text books te permitted in 
Catholic schools such as will not offend 
the religious views of the minority, and 
which from an educational standpoint 
shall be satisfactory to the Advisory 
Board. 


Catholics to have representation on 
Advisory Board. Catholics to have 
representation on the board of examin- 
ers appointed to examine teachers for 
certiticates, 

It is also claimed that Catholics 
should have assistance in the mainten- 
ance of a Normal school for the educat- 
ion of their teachers. 

The existing system of permits to 
non-quelified teachers in Catholic 
schools to be continued for, say, two- 
years, toenable them to qualify, and 
then to be entirely discontinued. 

In all other respects the schools at 
which Catholics attend to be public 
schools and subject to every provision 
of the education acts for the time being 
in force in Manitoba. 


A written agreement having been 
arrived at, and the necessary legislation 
passed, the remedial bill now before 
parliament is to be withdrawn, and any 
rights and privileges which may be 
claimed by the minority in view of the 
decision of the judicia! commitiee of 
the Privy Council shall during the due 
observance of suck agreement remain 
in abeyance and be not further insisted 


upon.

After the toast of ‘* The Queen ” had been 
drunk with enthusiasm the president pro- 
ceeded to read the following address : 


FELLOW-COUNTRYMEN: We are met here 
to-night to celebrate St. Andrew’s Day, a@ 
day dear to all Scotsmen in memory of the 
tend from which they sprung and to which 
they are bound by the strongest ties that 
ever bave bound man to mother earth. 

In addressing you collectively as ‘* fellow 
countrymen,” I use the term advisedly and 
include our worthy guests as we are alike 
Canadians and if, by any chance some of 
them have not had the benefit of Scottish 
parentage we heartily wish they had and 
are nevertheless bound with them in a 
common nationality. Scotsmen ever have 
been a liberal minded people, we are proud 
of the fact and proud that we ere now s0 
universally aceredited with this fecling, and 
it would ill become us to arrogate to our- 
selves all the virtues and graees. No true 
Scotsman has any such thought, we are 
proud of being Scotsmen, bat equally proud 
of being Canadians. The Scottish character 
is essentially a strong one and contains all 
the elements necessary for building up and 
binding together a great nation and al- 
though the objects of our society embraces 
the uniting more closely together of Scots- 
men, and descendants of Scotsmen, it is 
not that we may regard ourselves as a 
separate and exclusive people, but that we 
should ever have before us the national 
record, and, by improving the circumstances 
of our poorer countrymen, be thus in a 
position to become a more potent factor in 
the common weal. I must congratulate 
tnis society upon the success it has achieved, 
during the past ten years of its existence, 
in this as in other things. We hold a 
diversity of opinions upon religious, politi- 
cal and social questions, but we all worship 
one God, sing God Save the Queen, and are 
a’ John Tamson’s bairns, not only amongst 
ourselves, but with those of other national 
extraction from whom we are only dis- 
tinguished by a harmless fondness for 
Haggis and the bag pipes and a love, almost 
amounting to reverence, for emanating from 
the land of the thistle and heather. 

In spite ef a great many difficulties our 
society has, for the past ten years, lived 
prospered and is now stronger and more 
prosperous than it has been at any time 
during its existence. Considerabie goed 
work has been done in ‘‘ relieving the dis- 
tressed” an object which, ever since the | 
adoption of the words as the motto of the 
society, has never been neglected. I am 
proud te say that our fellow countrymen in 
this district are to-day probably better 
equipped for the ‘“‘struggle for existence” 
than those ot any other nationality. Our 
monthly meetings are agreeable and plea- 


sant and on this, our annual festival, I hope ; 


that the efforts of our trustees and the com- 
mittee have been successful in providing a 
sufficient and enjeyable entertainment 
which will leave pleasant recellections in 
the days to come. 


In eonclusion, gentlemen, I would like to 
express my ernest wish for an increase of 
interest in our society I believe that there 
are better and more prosperous times in 
store for this district and I hope that the 
society will be placed in a position to bene- 
fit by the general prosperity. I would like 
to see upon our membership roll the names 
of all the Scotsmen in the district. Please 
urge upon your friends and fellow country- 
men, who are still outside the fold, and im- 
press upon them the fact that, in any case, 
the assistance of the society is available to 
them, if necessary, as far as our means will 
permit and by increasing our means they will 
increase our ability. : 

Thope that the digestion of the haggis 
will not interfere with the pleasant 
memories of auld Scotland so dear to us.

The next toast of ‘‘ The Army and Navy” 
was responded to by the secretary, Mr. G. 
W. Gairdner, whe (as son of a late dis- 
tinguished British General in India very 
apporiately and) eloquently spoke as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: It would 


at first sight seem presumptuous on the part 


of a civilian like myself to attempt to re- 
d te this toast, but it must be remem- 


whose roblest ambition itis to preserve In 
tact, the language, the poetry, and the tra- 
ditions of our native land. While others 
therefore charm yonr ears with the lays of 
our beloved country ‘*in the braid auld. 
Seottish tongue”; while they tell of its 
rills, its fells, its mountains and its lasses, 
let me in a few words answer the toast of 
“The army.” by recalling to your memory 
a few salient points of history as they con- 
cern the Scottish soldier. 

Ever since the time when our ancestors 
in the garb of old Gaul stemmed the tide of 
Roman conquest at the foot of the Gram- 
pians, the Scottish soldier has beea noted 


for his valour, kis fidelity and his love of 


country. 

See him under Wallace and Bruce de- 
stroying the mail clad krights of the early 
Edwards, laying down his life, without re- 
gret that his country might be free. 

Follow him to the sunny fields of France ; 
there history tells us that he was not only 


the Louis, but the bravest soldier of the 
age. 
Follow him back to the dark and bloody 
field of Flodden, the tomb of a nation 
and who will dare to say that the Scottish 
soldier honored not his reputation—even 
there. : 


of Scottish history, when brether fough 
against brother and father against son, 


excited by that worst breeder of strife, 


religious intolerance, we find our soldier 


fighting for God, his conscience and his | 


country. 

Later cn came the unicn, and let us 
Scotchmen not forget among the traditions 
of our native land, that Scotland was join- 
ed to England, not by conquest, but by the 
free act of a free people, and the only amal- 
gamation that was made, was when James 
VI of Scotland, was amalgamated unto 
England and crovned King of Great 
Britain. 

Since the union, tae Scottish soldier has 
acted a leading part in the progress of the 
British Empire, and te attempt to trace his 
annals wonld te to write the history of our 
wars since the days of the second George. 

Yn the history of the old Flanders war of 
last century we are told, that the gallantry 
of the Highlanders at Fontenoy was the 
theme of admiration throughout al) Britain. 

In the fatal strife of the American revolt 
the Scottish soldier was ever in the van, 
and the first years of the present century 
saw the tartans waving amid the battle 
smoke of Aboukir aud on the Plains of 
Alexandria. 

Who can record their brilliance of valor 
in the long and glorious war of .he Penin- 
suia, the ‘‘war of victories,” and what 
Scotchman can ever hear without a thrill of 
pride that battle cry first sounded on the 
plains of Waterloo, and which finds an 
echo in every Scottish heart the cry of 
‘‘Scotland tor ever?’ In later days the 
thin red line at Alma proved our soldiers 
heroism, and we are told ina telegram of 
that day, that when the c'suds of Russian 
horse came on at Balaclave and our allies 
fied ‘‘ The Scots stood firm.” 

The history of the great military, the 
Egyptian campaigns, and in fact all our 
modern wars are all largely taken up with 
tne exploits of our countrymen; but why 
need I say more? I maintain that history 
proves that the Scottish soldier has been, 
is, and always will be ‘‘ Second to none.” 

I shail now close this already too long reply 
in the words of James Grant, a writer who 
has done more to keep up the traditions of 
our native land than any author living or 
dead. Hesays: ‘‘Tne clans are passing 
away, and with them a thousand great and 
glorious historical and romantic associations, 
but when time shall have drawn its veil 
over the past as over the present ; when the 
last broadsword shall have been broken on 
the anvil, and the shreds of the last plaid 
tossed to the winds upon the cairn or been 
bleached within the ravin’s nest, posterity 
may look back with regret upon a people 
who have so marked the history,the poetry, 
and the achievements of a distant age, and 
whe in the ranks of the British army have 
stood foremost in the line of battle, and 
given plaee to none.” 


The ‘‘ Houses of Parliament” were coupl- 
ed with the names of Messrs. Oliver, M. P., 
and McCauley, M. L. A., who responded in 
their usual able and interesting manne. 

The sister societies—St. Jean Baptiste 
Old Timers and St. Georges, being duly 
toasted elicited a cordial reply from Mr. 
Fairbanks, a thoughtful speech from Mr. 
McDougall and an eloquent address on the 
historic glories of England from Mr.Grogan. 

As chaplain of the society the Rev. J). G 
McQueen considered it his duty to expound 
the meaning of the mystic writing on the wall 
--HAGGIS. His wise and witty speeck 
brought down the house in applause and we 
regret that space forbids inserting in this is- 
sue a full reportof thisspontanious and happy 
expression of the keenly humor of the Scot. 

The South Edmonton St. Andrew’s 
society was proposed by Vice-President 
Edmiston, and regret expressed at the in- 
ability of its president, Mr. McLaren, to 
attend. 

Mayor Gallagher cordially ina few well 
chosen words replied for the ‘‘ Town ot 
Edmonton.” 

In the unavoidable absence of Colonel 
Jarvis,ex-Imspector Chal-ners replied to ‘The 
Edmonton ex-N. W. M. Police.” 

Mr. Oliver resvonded for the ‘‘ Press,” 
and the charming duty of replying for the 
** Ladies” was undertaken ‘n a_ brilliant 
manner by Messrs. S. A. McNeill, G. Voyer 
and F. Hardisty, whe could not find words 
adequate to express their admiration for 
the lasses. 


G. W. Gairdner warmly eulogising the 
president proposed his health to which the 
latter replied with feeling. 

The proceedings were enlivened at fre- 
quent intervals wlth songs by Messrs. K. 
W. MeKenzie, J. Johnston, jr., Donald 
Ress, Pat Riley, A. MeNicol and G. W.
